Lower 
courts have given conflicting de­ 
cisions that seem to require 
eventual resolution by the Su 
preme Court. 
While all this litigation is un­ 
der way, numerous states have 
Changed or are in process of 
changing the representation of 
urban and suburban areas in 
their legislatures.
